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HB Leaders of the Whigs, when the Ma- 

nagement of Affairs was entirely in their 

own Hands, would never have ftaked the 

whole Weight of their Party againft phe 

Honour and Dignity of the Sion, OT 
have bid open Defiance to the gis Sent in the difpo- 
fil of feveral Places and Offices, of no very great Con- 
fequetice either to the Publick or Themfelves; it they 
had not been throughly perfwaded, that a judicious Di- 
firibution of their Favours, and all imaginable Care in 
the Modelling and Reforming the Navy, Army, and 
civil Liffs, exatly to their own Minds (fo far as their 
Power or their Ufurpations extended) were Points of 
the higheft Importance, worthy the utmoft Infpetion, 
Vigilance, and Induftry of their ableft Heads, and upon 
which the Stability and Duration of their Confederacy 
in a very great meafure depended. Hence it was, that 
they were fo diligent in their Enquiries after the Cha- 
saéters and Behaviour of Men, and at fuch an Immenfe 
Charge for Dome/fick Intelligence. A ftris&t Account was 
conftantly taken; How every Man of Note or Emi- 
nence Aéted, Voted, or, made his Intereft ?, Whither he 


Reforted ? With whom he Converfed >” How his Fas — 


mily or near Relations Behaved ? Where he had any 
Thing depending ? And what memorable Expreflions 
at any time drop d from him? They fcarce ever forgave 
a fevere Reflection, or a forward Step taken oe 
them: And they feldom fuffer'd any one, who had vio- 
lated a Principle, or loft a Confcience in their Service, 
togo Unrewarded: Gnverts and Deferters from the 
adverfe Party, were Hugg’d and Carefs’d: Reprobates 
and Revolrers to the Enemy, were purfued with Im- 
Me Malice and Revenge ; and they would ftand 

y what they call’d a Friend, in direst Oppofition to 
Maiefty, Truth, Law, Religion, Equity, and even the 
Selfevident Rules and firft Principles of Arithmerick. 

I freely own, that there is a faint Glimpfe of good 
Senfe and good Conduét in this fort of Management, 
and fomething that looks very much like the Art of Re- 
warding aud Punifhing ; in which the Life and Spirit of 
Government and true Policy confifts: But it is mife- 
rably mix'd and blended with a thoufand Defeats and 
Extravagances ; and there is all the Wijdom of the Ser- 
ent init, without taking any the leaft Particle of the 
Dove into the Compofition. After all, they were ob- 
liged to hazard the Jffue and Ill-Confequences of thefe 
Foibles in their Condu@, which the Badnefs of their 
aufe, and the Neceffity of fupporting Themfelves, 
vaturally led them into. Men engag’d in ill-Defigns 

uft'fuit their Touls co their Work, and make choice 
of Agents fit to do the Bufinefs that is aflign’d them. 
ey therefore took more care to make Creatures of 
heir own, than to prefer the Friends #nd Servants of 
le Publick : And thefe Creatures being wholly indif- 
erent to all Principle but that of Self-Intereft, would 
ot fail to make the moft of every Secret they were let 
nto, and multiply their Cravings and Demands, at 

Step they took in the Service of the Party: But 
pon the leaft Difguft, would face about to vent a few 
nfeafonable Truths, and whenever they had an Oppor- 
ity of making berter Terms, or were reduced to a 
eceflity of fecuring what they had got, or deprived of 
ll profpect of future Advantage by adhering to their 
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Old Friends, would not fail to give them up, and make 
a Merit with a better Sett of Men, by an After-game of 
Honefly and Reputation. Befides this, we are to cons 
fider, that the Whigs had a vaft Majority of Loyal Sub- 
jects, and the whole Weight of the Genius of Britain to 
ftruggle againft, They were to work upon the Weak 
and unexperienc’d, by ftrong Delufions and Prepoflefs 
fions ; to win over thofe of high Paffions by humour- 
ing their Difguft and gratifying their Fsentments ; td 
allure thofe of ftrong Appetires, by feeding their Aya- 
rice and Ambition; to fupply the Neceffirous ; raife the 
Afpiring ; encourage the forwatd; employ the Idle j 
amufe the unwary ; divert the Inquifitive; and gain a 
Heart, a Hand, or a Voice, with every Bribe and Fe- 
vour they beftow'd. So that it is incredible what vaft 
Expence the Community was daily at, to fupport ar 
inteftine Enemy againft it felf. Bur afcer all, Faction 
could not entirely depend upon thefe her Humble Ser4 
vants: A Difappointment or Pique at their New Friends, 
a little cool Reflefion, or Infight into the Drudgery 
they had undertaken, a fudden Start or Fit of Inftabi- 
lity, the Wantonnefs of Power and Riches, a Contempt 
of their Leaders, or fome Remains of Confcience and 
Honour, would or them once more ; and they found 
an eafy Paflage back again to theit Old Friends, upon 
the very fame Motives, which had fo long endear’d then 
to their New. When the Whigs were narrow'd in the 
Maufer- rolls of their Dependents, and had_no very great 
Choice of Candidates for Places and Preferments, they 
‘were fo far from declaring, that the Cowrt was open to 
all their Fellow-Subjects indifferently, and without ex 
ception of Parties, (a Dottrine they at prefent feeni 
very fond of learning from the Tories) that they made 
a hard Shifc rather than come into thofe Codlitioa-Meas 
ures, and would have nothing to do with the Meaning 
of Moderation, how much Noife foever they made with 
the Wird. Mf they could nor find Men either more 
Zealous for a fingle F.mily than for the Conftitution, or 


who were in pofleflion of fome Principles prejudicial 


either to the Rights of the (rewn or the Church, or who 
had given Proofs of their preferring the Interefts of 
their Party to the Laws, Religion, and Liberties of their 
Country: If they could not meet with Perfons at leaft 
indifferent in their Sentiments of Loyalty and Regard 
for che Church, rather than want lools, or hazard their 
Caufe in the Hands of honeft Men, they would refore 
to the open implacable Enemies of both: and Javith 
their Favours upon profefs’d Repzblicans, Free-thinkers, 
Deif?s, Socinians, Occafional-Conformifts, both by diem- 
felves and all] their Acquaintance. On which account I 
have often heard fome of the moft Sober and Intelligent 
People of that Party complaining; That there were 
Names upon the Civil Lift, which refleéted al] their own 
Infamy upon thofe, who had {9 fcandaloully proftiruted 
the Favours of the Government,’ and thereby brought 
an indelible Blemith upon the Party they pretended to 
Efpoufe. Add to this, that where Places were fplit and 
divided into Penfions, or Purchafed at very dear Rates, 
or Rented at very high Premiums; or where Orticers 
had Jnmates and Sharers quarter'd upon them, or were 
obliged to contribute Annually or every Thret Years to« 
wards fome particular fecret Service ; In all rhefe Cafes, 
which were frequent and notorious, the Perfons in 
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polleffion might very eafily be Difgufted, and not think 
_themfelves ra well ufed by thell Fonts, as perhaps 
2; Shey deferv'd; which would naturally incline them toa 
Revolt, with the firft Opportunity. { 

on a full Survey of thefe Serentions, one may 
ily obferve, into how many fatal Errors and Mi- 
es a bad Caufe betrays the Uddenihers ; and-that a

and Peace of Societies, that Ji! Principics and Ill Condxtt 
naturally go together. But ftill | infift, that, in general, 
the Defign of thefe Men to ftrengthen themfelves, to 
find out and to diftinguifh what they call’d Merit and 
Service, to keep their Body clofely and firmly United, 
and to crufh all Oppofition in its earlieft Attempts, was 
a Proof of their excelling in Prudence and worldly 
Wifdom ; and they thereby fhew'd themfelves to be at 
pe as Wife in their Generation, as thofe who came after 

m. 

Some Years have now pafs'd over our Heads, in 
which we have had Time and Leifure enough to make 
Tryal of the Temper and Difpofition of the Whigs ; and 
of fach of them in Particular, who are ftill left in Pof- 
fellion of the Favours of the Government. How they 
have approv'd themfclves, we have feen and heard, and 
more than tafted by this time. A Thorough Reforma- 
tion is now openly talk'd of, and fome Steps have been 
taken towards it; there being nothing more dangerous 
té a State than afi ‘ill-tim’d Lenity, which may be eafily 
trampled uwpot and abus’d. The better to forward this 
Work, and to'ptepare Men for it, I think fi to remind 
a confiderable number of my Fellow-Subjeéts, of the 
true Nature’ and Meafures of Gratitude, and of the 
Obligations they:lie under to a ftrict Performance of 
thar Dury; and the rather, becaufe many among us 
feem to have entirely forgotten what that Word means, 
and to be wholly unconcern’d about it. 

Some Peoplé have often argu’d for a frequent fhift- 
ing of Hands, and a qu ck Circulation, at leaft in the 
under Offices. Let thefe confider, how long they have 
enjoy’d the publick Favours, and that it is Time for 
them, upon their own Principles, to lay down. Let 
them reflee, how long they have profper’d, and how 
much they have gor’under Superiors, whofe Authority 
and Meafures they have conftantly oppos'’d; if not 
Abetted and Encouraged thofe, who have revil’d and 
calumniated their Perfons. Such Men ought to te- 
member, what great Advantages they have made 
of a Precedent of Gentlenefs, furprizing in itfelf, 
and which was more than ever they gave, and more 
than 1 could expe& to receive. If they will not 
be Thankful for this, they ought at leaft to /tudy 
to be Quiet, and to do thet cwn Bujfinefs: Which is 
both their Duty and their Intereft. heir Difinif- 
fion, which was only a Right Before, would then be- 
come an aét of 
they fhould affame a new Spirit of Turbulency and Un- 

fs at their going off ; and their very Friends, in- 
' ftead of pitying their Misfortune, would then be more 
ready to wonder, why it happen’d no fooner. It is ve- 
ry true, that Faétions and Cabals of feditious Men 
have ever attempted to fortify themfelves, by making 
Court to thofe, who are Piqud or Difcarded. Burt on 
the other hand, good Subjeéts, and Men poffefs’d with 
a true Spirit and Principle of Loyalry, will, upon their 
retiring and laying down fome honourable or profitable 
Office, keep a ftrict Watch upon themfelves, and guard 
againft this particular Temptation, thar they be not 
made a Proptrty to Knaves, nor betray’d into Meafures,

Fujtice, highly fafe and neceffary, if 


which their cooler Reafon prompts them to abhor, jt 
o have merited the Frowns of the Government, the, 
will endeavour to regain its Favour; and if they thins 
, they will certainly not be f> 
ry weak as to forfeit that Virtue, which is the bef a): 
only Support under all Troubles. For them to My; 
mur or Clamour, or to look out for Bufinefs and “me 
ow mae in the Service of Faftion, would be egregious 
‘olly and bafe Ingratitude: And to imagine, thar Ai 
is at Stake, and the Government .in Danger becaufs 
they have loft their Intereft at Court, would be {., 
tranfcendent Frenzy and Arrogance, as mighit juke 
excufe Mankind for Infulting them under their Dir, ; : 
pointinents, and Treating them with Scorn and Con. 
tempt. Thefe are not the firigteft Rules and hivhea 
Strains of Gratitude, but the loweft and mof obvious 
Cafes, arifing from a Senfe of that Duty; from which 
no one can i Exemption. As for the Reprob.ite; 
and ~—s os Of Fattion, Tam not talking. Moraiiy to 
them; fince they are fo heartily inclin’d to fupply the 
Wants of the Nation, by referving themfelves for Ip. 
ftances and Sxenpes of Her Fuftice, 

One Thing J obferve, as a very great Hardfhip upon 
Monarchy ; that the Crown is fometimes not. tteate:| a 
the Fiuntain of Honour and Preferment ; nor allow'd to 
oblige, whenever it does a Favour, fo as to ex pect the 
fame Returns, which private Patrons and BenefaStors 
think they have reafon to infift on with their Clients 
and Followers. Many, who have tafted of the Royal 
Bread and Bounty, who have flourifh’d and grown 
warm in the Sunthine of Maje/fy, and rais'd themfelves 
their Families and Friends, to great Honours, Fortunes, 
and Eftates, by the flowing Fayour and Benevolence of 
a Good and Gracious Sovereign, are apt to imagine 
that with a cold With, a Prayer, or a bare-recital of 
their indulgent Miftrefs's Name with Honour, they are 
at liberty to Compound tor the reft of their Duty, and 
may then freely go into the Service of a Fiétion, wound 
their Sovereign thro’ the Sides of Her Mini/firs, op pote 
and thwart Her in Her own. Name, and out of a Prin- 
ciple of f know not what Prepoferous L:yalty 3,(as fome 
have Rebell’d, Fought againft, and Fird-apom their 
Monarch, out of a fincere Intention to make him Great 
and Glorioms) and ftudy all the Ways they. cau, to Di- 
ftrefs and Incommode the Government. Certainly, if 
1 pao receives any Aggravation from the Dignity 
and Lenity of our Benefactors, this muft want a Name 
wheiever it is found among us. The deepeft Jetr is 00 
Beautiful a Colours to be laid upon it. I can-only tell 
thole (if any fuch there are) whovare confcious of this 
Guilt ; that if the fame Meafure were to be dealt out 
to them, from their own. Relations, Friends and De: 
paces they puna be the moft siderable Creatures 
it Natare, and there Fevent and antici
